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Burglars steal 
85 -year-olds 
television, 
perfume 

Police investigating after items go 
missing from Saffell Street home

City police are investigating an 
alleged burglary that occurred early 
Thursday morning at the home of an 
85-year-old widow and her grandson. 

Anderson County native Pauline 
Cook, 85, resides at the Saffell Street 
duplex she shares with her 26-year- 
old grandson, Joseph Adams. Her 
grandson, Cook said, suffers from 
mental challenges such as extreme 
paranoia and a fear of large crowds 
and stores. 

According to Police Chief Chris 
Atkins, officers Michael Corley and 
Jason Peyton responded to a phone 
call about a possible intruder at 
Cook’s residence at 319 Saffell St. 

Cook said she had been home sick 
all day and spent Wednesday evening 
watching the University of Kentucky 
basketball game on her living room 
TV, a Christmas gift. But at about 2 
a.m., Cook said she thought she heard 
movement in the other part of the

Candidate filings pick up as deadline nears

The new year may have just 
started, but there is no shortage of 
candidates already filing for elec¬ 
tions to be held later in 2014. 

According to documents on file 
in the Anderson County Clerk’s 


office and on the Secretary of 
State’s website, this year’s elections 
will feature some familiar faces 
and newcomers to local and state 
races as the January deadline to 
run for office in 2014 approaches. 

Anderson County Sheriff Troy 
Young, who has served as sheriff 
since 2005, filed last Wednesday, 


Jan. 8 to run for re-election for a 
third, four-year term. 

As of press time, no other can¬ 
didates had filed paperwork with 
the Board of Elections to oppose 
Young, a Democrat, in the race.

A 26-year-old Lawrenceburg 
man was seriously injured and 
airlifted by helicopter after being 
ejected from his vehicle Thursday 
afternoon. 

Charles Hahn III, 26, of Bard¬ 
stown Road sustained serious 
injuries after the car he was driv¬ 
ing eastbound on Bardstown Road 
overcorrected, struck a tree and 
then spun around to a stop in the 
eastbound lane, police said. 

Hahn was the sole occupant, 
and no other vehicles were 
involved in the accident. 

According to the Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Office, Hahn was 
driving east into Lawrenceburg 
at about 3:30 p.m. Thursday when 
the wreck occurred about two 
miles from Mill Creek Pike. 

Police said a witness, waiting 
at the bottom of his driveway on 
Bardstown Road for his grand¬ 
children to be dropped off by the 
school bus, said he saw and heard 
Hahn’s car hit the tree. 

Hahn, who police say hit his 


head, was soon airlifted to the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky hospital from 
a nearby field just off the intersec¬ 
tion between Mill Creek Pike and 
Bardstown Road.

Two trials 
postponed 
in case of 
tied up child 

February, March dates set for Medleys

The trial dates for the parents charged 
with tying up their 3-year-old 
daughter for up to 16 hours a 
day have again been postponed. 

The mother, Rebecca Med¬ 
ley, will next appear in Ander¬ 
son Circuit Court on Peb. 4 
for a pre-trial conference. Her 
husband, Herbert Medley, will 
appear for a pretrial confer¬ 
ence March 4. Both were due 
to stand trial this month on a 
charge of first-degree criminal 
child abuse. 

Rebecca Medley’s trial 
date was apparently changed 
because her court-appointed 
attorney has been ill. According 
to a motion to have the trial 
postponed, public defender 
Scott Getsinger asked Judge Charles Hickman 
to move the date, saying that due to medical 
issues and his current caseload, he has been 
unable to prepare for the trial. 

No reason was given in the court file for 
the postponement of Herbert Medley’s trial. 

It is expected new trial dates will be set 
during each of their hearings. 

The third person charged in the case, Caro¬ 
lyn Case, has already pleaded guilty and now 
faces up to five years in prison. She is also 
under investigation by the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s office for perjury based on what 
appeared to be inaccurate information she 
provided on an affidavit to be provided an 
public defender.

house. She said she thought it 
was her grandson, Joseph. 

“I heard a noise and I 
thought maybe Joseph’s up, 
but he usually turns the 
kitchen light on,” she said. 

Cook said she believes 
intruders took two televi¬ 
sions (one that was in Adams’ 
room), a Playstation game 
console, a Kindle, a laptop 
and some newly purchased 
perfume that sat near the 
living room TV. She said she 
used to have renter’s insur¬ 
ance, but dropped it when 
payments became too expen¬ 
sive. 

According to Cook, no 
other items were taken dur¬ 
ing the alleged burglary. 

Cook said that since the 
alleged break-in, it would be 
difficult for her grandson to 
go outside due to his chal¬ 


lenges with paranoia. 

Larry Camic, a home 
healthcare associate from A 
Brighter Choice in Danville 
who works with Joseph on 
life skills, was working at 
Cook’s home with Adams the 
morning after the alleged 
home invasion. He said the 
home health care company 
he works for has promised 
to purchase a television to 
replace the one taken from 
Adams’ room. 

u You can’t replace what’s 
been taken from Joseph right 
now,” Camic said, referring 
to Joseph’s sense of security 
moving forward. 

Cook said this was the 
first time she had ever 
experienced a break-in at 
her Saffell Street residence, 
which she moved to only a 
few years ago after spend¬ 
ing most of her life living on 
Lock Road.

Denny said Young has 
resigned from his position 
on the Board of Elections in 
order to run again for sheriff 
and must leave the board 
until after the November 
2014 general election. 

Incumbent magistrates

of the 2nd District, both Dem¬ 
ocrats, have also put their 
hats in the ring for another 
term on the Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court. 

Fellow Democrat incum¬ 
bents filing for office include 
Bobbi Jo Lewis for Ander¬ 
son County Attorney, Mark 
“Doc” Tussey for Anderson 
County Coroner, Joani Clark 
for Anderson County Jailer 
and Dan Phillips for County 
Surveyor. 

As of Jan. 14 no Republican 
candidates have emerged to 
challenge the four Democrat¬ 
ic candidates running for re- 
election for county attorney, 
coroner, jailer or surveyor. 

No candidates have filed to 
run for Property Valuation 
Administrator as of Tuesday 
morning. 

Newcomers for the upcom¬ 
ing elections include two 
candidates for two spots on 
the fiscal court. Steven Sea, 
currently president of the 
Anderson County Farm 
Bureau Federation, has 
entered the race as a Demo¬ 
crat for the 6th District. 

Former city council candi¬ 
date Dustin Burley has filed 
for 1st District magistrate, the 
seat currently filled by Mag¬ 
istrate David Ruggles. 

As of Tuesday morning, 
Ruggles and 6th District Mag¬ 
istrate Kenny Barnett had not 
filed as candidates for their 


respective districts. 

Neither 3rd District Mag¬ 
istrate Juretta Wells nor 4th 
District Magistrate Buddy 
Sims has announced an inten¬ 
tion to seek re-election. 

Two Republicans have 
entered the race for Ander¬ 
son County Judge-Executive 
with no Democrat opponent 
candidate filing as of Tuesday 
morning to challenge them. 
Blan “Dean” Lickliter and 
Noel Cotton, Jr., both Repub¬ 
licans, filed for county judge 


back in November 2013. 

John Wayne Conway, who 
won his 2010 county judge- 
executive seat by an easy 
margin, had not yet filed to 
run again for judge as of press 
time, but said he intends to do 
so later this week. 

The seat for state represen¬ 
tative is up for grabs follow¬ 
ing the legislature’s passage 
of its new redistricting map 
in August 2013. 

State Rep. Kim King 
(R-Harrodsburg) will not be 


able to file for re-election as 
an incumbent candidate for 
the newly created 53rd Dis¬ 
trict, which now includes all 
precincts in Anderson, Spen¬ 
cer and two in northeastern 
Bullitt County. 

King currently serves as 
the representative for the 
55th District, which includes 
Mercer, Washington and a 
portion of Jessamine. 

James Tipton, a Republican 
candidate from Taylorsville, 
was the first to file in the fall 


of 2013 for state representa¬ 
tive of the 53rd District. 

Donna Crain Drury, cur¬ 
rent school board member, 
and Kent Stevens, a former 
state representative who lost 
to Kim King in 2010, have also 
joined the race for state repre¬ 
sentatives as Democrats. 

Regarding non-partisan 
elections, Circuit Judge 
Charles Hickman of 
Shelbyville has filed as a can¬ 
didate for the 1st Circuit. 

Sarah M. Meschler of 
Shelbyville and Marie Hel- 
lard of Lawrenceburg have 
both filed to challenge cur¬ 
rent Family Court Judge John 
David Myles of Simpsonville 
in the Family Court division, 
which represents Anderson, 
Shelby and Spencer counties. 

District Court Judge Donna 
Dutton has also submitted 
paperwork as an incumbent 
candidate for 1st District 
Court. 

The deadline to file for 
office is Jan. 28, the last Tues¬ 
day of the month, at 4 p.m. 

Several Anderson County 
precincts have also shifted 
as a part of the process of 
redistricting, according to 
Anderson County Clerk Jason 
Denny. A new map for Ander¬ 
son County was approved 
about two months after the 
state legislature approved its 
maps, according to Denny. 

The Anderson County 
Clerk’s Office has an updated 
precinct map available to 
view on its website at www. 
andersoncountyclerk.gov.

good buy and some who 
disagree with it. That’s 
the way it is with every¬ 
thing,” Conway said, 
adding that the building 
has a replacement value 
of $900,000 and was 
assessed at $465,000. 

“We came to a pretty 
good deal with the bank, 
and it keeps the clerk 
on Main Street. It was a 
win-win for everybody.” 

The building also 
passed muster from a 
structural engineer who 
Conway said gave it a 
clean bill of health. 

Conway said plans 
call for about $60,000 


in renovations to trans¬ 
form the building into 
the clerk’s office, which 
handles myriad transac¬ 
tions including vehicle 
licensing, deeds and 
others. 

Renovations will 
include removing a 
couple of walls and 
installing an escalator to 
move voting machines 
and other items in and 
out of the building’s 
basement, which will be 
used for storage. 

Conway said he 
expects that the state’s 
Administrative Office 
of the Courts will take 
over the space vacated 
by the county clerk’s 
office — and pay the 
county handsomely for 
doing so. 
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Conway said he has 
yet to finalize the deal, 
but estimated that 
AOC will pay between 
$18,000 and $28,000 
a year for that space, 
which could cover most 
if not all of the debt ser¬ 
vice on the clerk’s new 
office. 

Equally important, 
he said, is that the new 
location will be more 
accessible. 

“It will be more con¬ 
venient,” he said. “There 
is a drive-thru window, 
ample parking and room 
for people to be waited 
on.” 


The push to secure 
more office space for 
the clerk isn’t a new one. 
Former clerks Julian 
Birdwhistell and Har¬ 
old Ritchey routinely 
approached the fiscal 
court about securing a 
larger office. 

“I’ve been hearing 
about needing more 
space since the 1980s,” 
said Conway, who has 
served on the fiscal 
court during most of 
that time. 

The bank, which 
has a second branch 
located on US 127 that 
currently serves only 


as a drive-thru loca¬ 
tion, will move its Main 
Street operations there 
next month, according 
to Linda Rumpke, the 
Bardstown-based bank’s 
president and CEO. 

Rumpke said the 
downtown office is 
scheduled to close Feb. 
14, and the Bypass loca¬ 
tion will reopen with 
full customer services 
Feb. 18. 

Rumpke said the 
bank will retain an ATM 
location at it Main Street 
office even after the 
clerk’s office moves in. 
She said it will service 


customers’ cash needs as 
well as be able to accept 
deposits. 

Conway said he’d like 
to see the new clerk’s 
office ready for business 
by April. 

“I’m not sure we can 
get it done by then,” he 
said, adding that the 
county is set to close on 
the building early next 
month. 

“If not, it will be 
sometime in June 
because of the May pri¬ 
maries.”

Diversions provide 
excuses for another 
late state budget 

A ny takers on a bet that state lawmakers again this year 

won’t be able to agree to a budget within their allotted 60 
days? 

Didn’t think so, not with the mish-mash of problems that are 
sure to divide and ultimately conquer legislators more worried 
about the coming election than actually fixing Kentucky’s bud¬ 
get woes. 

As if taking a cue from their compatriots in Washington, 

DC, look for legislators on both sides of the aisle to seek victory 
through vitriol in a game of mutually assured destruction for 
everyone but themselves. 

Oh, we’ll hear plenty of proposals to fix the state’s problems; 
insatiable Democrats will push their never-ending need for 
higher taxes disguised as “fees,” and Republicans will crow about 
spending cuts that aren’t much more than accounting tricks 
designed to push problems down the road. 

Topping the list for Democrats will be a vote (not their own; 
they’ll leave that to you) to allow casino gambling at racetracks 
and perhaps beyond. Gov. Beshear and his ilk will make grand 

pronouncements about “keeping 
gambling money in Kentucky” vs. 
other states and promise that the 
money will be used wisely. 

Seems that’s the same song 
guys and gals like him sang about 
the lottery back in the day — you 
know, that harmless little game 
that was going to fund education 
beyond our wildest dreams.

Oh, 
that’s right, it would price them 
out of reach of the poor — the very 
people who shouldn’t be playing 
them in the first place but yet are 
the direct target of that scheme. 

Democrats will also talk about tax reform — a neat little play 
on words to avoid saying what they really want to do: raise taxes. 

Republicans will be outright indignant at the very notion and 
give plenty of lip service to education and state pensions while 
offering only half-hearted solutions that won’t fix a thing. 

As needed diversions, both sides will harangue each other on 
gambling — the Democrats saying it’s a panacea while Republi¬ 
cans get busy finding their religion and preaching its evils.

They’ll have nothing to worry about back home come elec¬ 
tion time, mind you, provided they’ve said all the right things, 
pandered to the correct audience and assured themselves of a 
return trip to Frankfort for at least a couple more years — on 
your dime, of course.

It is 
about the leftover by-products of natural 
gas that can be shipped elsewhere at ports 
in the gulf to produce plastics.

State employees need pay increase

To the editor: 

While we are fully aware of our budget 
imbalance even with some current income 
exceeding forecasts, including current 
expenditures that are creating a shortfall 
in our current biennial budget, we must 
remind each of you of the plight of our 
state employees. 

We must remind each of you there has 
been no state employee salary increases 
since 2009. 

The Legislative Research Commission 
comparison of salary increases granted 
since 2004 to the Consumer Price Index 
shows that while state employees have 
only been given a 13.2 percent total 
increase in pay since 2004, the Consumer 
Price Index has grown by 22.4 percent. 
Thus, there has effectively been a 9.2 per¬ 
cent reduction in employee pay since 2004. 

This difference between the pay increas¬ 
es and the cost of living since 2004 does not 
take into consideration the additional cost 
of employee health insurance premiums 
deducted from their salaries during that 
period, nor does it take into consideration 
the loss of wages from the days employees 
were forced to take off during last year. 

Please seriously consider some direly 
needed state employee salary assistance 
for our employees. To add to their burden, 
many employees have picked up the work¬ 
load of one or more former employees who 
have not been replaced in order to save 
budget funds. 

If additional revenue is the only way 
to help our state employees, count us in to 
support that effort.

You are what you eat, so learn to eat well 


W e’ve all heard the 
saying “You can’t 
have one without 
the other.” It works with 
everything, you know. All 
things work in combination. 
It’s called the Web of Life. 
Every living thing on this 
earth is connected through 
combinations. 

Sometimes 
they’re easy to 
see and some¬ 
times they’re 
not. Air is made 
up of the combi¬ 
nation of nitro¬ 
gen and oxygen 
and other tiny 
elements, none 
of which are 
visible to the 
naked eye. Since 
we need to 
breathe, I think we can all 
agree that each element is a 
pretty important ingredient, 
even if we can’t see them. 

Not being able to see some 
combinations at work, make 
us less likely to rank them 
high on the importance 
scale. 

“Out of site and out of 
mind” is like some weird 
melody we keep playing 
in our lives and we really 
shouldn’t. The consequences 
can be deadly. If you think 
following the food pyramid 
when we eat is just a sugges¬ 
tion, think again. Truly! 

We need the combina¬ 
tions for our bodies to func¬ 
tion properly. It’s the only 
road to a long and healthy 
life. 

If you want to be sick a lot 
and die young, go ahead and 


eat what you want with full 
abandon! 

Those of you who want to 
continue living on this plan¬ 
et, in relatively good shape, 
may want to pay attention. 
Eating a healthy diet isn’t 
easy. We need the combina¬ 
tions but, as a nation, we do a 
pretty poor job of it. I believe 
we can do a much better 
job and I’m hoping this will 
make it easier for us all. 

The food pyramid calls 
for grains (6 oz.), vegetables 
(2.5 cups), fruits (2 cups), 
milk/dairy (3 cups), and 
beans/meat (5.5 oz.) every¬ 
day. I have the toughest time 
with grains and the easiest 
with fruits and vegetables. 
Go figure! 

Everyone is different. 
Actually reading the labels 
of the foods we eat helps 
tremendously, but let’s take 
each category at a time and 
see what we can eat. 

Let’s start with grains. You 
can get your daily 6 ounces 
from eating whole wheat 
bread, muffins, waffles and 
pancakes, toasted oat cere¬ 
als, brown rice, whole wheat 
pasta and barley. If you’ve 
had a bad experience with 
trying whole grain pasta, I 
strongly recommend you try 
different brands. 

Getting 2.5 cups of vege¬ 
tables is easy, but remember 
the more you cook them, the 
fewer nutrients they have. I 
don’t think I need to explain 
the two cups needed for the 
fruit category, do I? 

Just try and mix your 
colors and limit artificially 
high sugar in fruit drinks. 


The three cups of milk/ 
dairy products is pretty 
much a no brainer, as well. 
You’ve got milk, yogurt, 
cottage cheese, cheese, ice 
cream, etc., but try to go for 
the lowest fat choices. 

The 5.5 ounces of meat 
and/or beans is probably 
the one most people find the 
easiest. Beef, pork, chicken, 
exotic meats, seafood and 
beans all fall into the cat¬ 
egory. Like vegetables, how 
you cook it makes a differ¬ 
ence. Don’t bread and fry it, 
except on special occasions 
and remember it’s only 5.5 
ounces. One pound is 16 
ounces, so that one-quarter 
pounder from McDonalds 
gives you 4 ounces. 

Now, I could get really 
scientific here and go on and 
tell you about how you can 
mix your daily combinations 
within the food pyramid to 
fight diseases, like onions 
and grapes to fight allergies, 
cancers and weight gain, but 
I don’t want to make your 
eyes roll. 

I guess all I’m really ask¬ 
ing you to do is pay atten¬ 
tion. Place some importance 
on what you eat. If some¬ 
thing is important to us, we 
make it happen. 

So let’s all go for the real 
“combo platter” and make 
the pyramid the priority. 

I kind of like having you 
all around. Happy growing.

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Answers to questions about vehicle registration, taxes 


E arly each year our 
office receives ques¬ 
tions regarding vehicle 
license and taxes. I hope that 
the answers pro¬ 
vided below will 
help. 

Why haven’t 
we mailed your 
vehicle tax bills? 

First, the cards 
are not bills, they 
are just cour¬ 
tesy notices and 
second, they are 
mailed by the 
Department of 
Revenue. 

Normally 
these cards are mailed 45 days 
before the due date, however 
January is always different. 
Each year the Department 
of Revenue places a value 


on your vehicle and on Jan. 1 
they apply the tax rates that 
were set earlier in 2013 by the 
taxing districts (state, county, 
city, school, health, library, 
fire and extension). 

These cards are then 
mailed by the Department 
of Revenue to the registered 
owner of each vehicle. These 
cards are just a reminder. 

They are not necessary 
in order to pay your taxes or 
renew your license plate. This 
leads to the next question. 

What do I need to bring 
with me to license my vehicle 
and pay taxes? 

You must bring the regis¬ 
tration receipt (blue) in order 
to renew the license plate. If 
you can’t find it, only the reg¬ 
istered owner of the vehicle 
(person on the title) can apply 


for a duplicate receipt. This 
will cost $5 and can be done 
while you are in our office 
with a valid ID. 

It is a good idea to bring a 
copy of your insurance card; 
however, the law requires 
your insurance company 
supply that information to 
the Department of Insurance 
every 30 days so it should be 
in our system. 

If I buy a vehicle in another 
county, where will the transfer 
take place? 

The law states that the 
transfer can be done in either 
the county of the buyer or 
seller. 

Most dealers want to take 
the transfer to their county 
clerk’s office because they 
know that the fees will stay 


in their county if they do. Just 
remember that you have the 
right to request the work to 
be sent to Anderson County. 

They may argue, but 
remember thousands of dol¬ 
lars are given to other coun¬ 
ties, when it could be ours. 

Can I pay the taxes on my vehicle 
before the due date? 

The answer is yes. The 
taxes on any vehicle can be 
paid anytime after Jan. 1, but 
don’t come due until the reg¬ 
istration date. 

We have several vehicle 
owners that pay their taxes 
as soon as they get their tax 
refund check. The only thing 
left is the renewal license fee 
at the due date. 

The regular license plate 
renewal is $21 for one year. 


What determines when 
my tags are due? 

Several things can deter¬ 
mine this. Typically the tags 
are due in the birth month 
of registered owner. Per¬ 
sonalized plates come due 
in December. Farm plates, 
trailer plates and commercial 
plates come due in March. 
Boats come due in April. 

There are other special 
plates that come due in other 
months. When purchasing a 
vehicle, the tag will typically 
be due in the birth month of 
the seller. 

If there is no plate on 
the vehicle or if the buyer 
requests a specialty plate, the 
due date will vary.

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Nothing to fear from the helpful, economical pressure cooker 


A t the end of a busy day, 
most of us would love 
to quickly prepare a 
tasty, nutritious, 
home-cooked 
meal with mini¬ 
mal effort and 
low cost. One way 
to accomplish 
this is to use a 
pressure cooker. 

Some of you may 
have received a 
new electric pres¬ 
sure cooker as a Guest columnist 

gift. - 

Older pres¬ 
sure cookers 

may be found at yard sales. 
Some of these will be safe 
and some will not be usable. 
Pressure cookers are not pres¬ 


sure canners. The pressure 
cooker is used to prepare 
meals. Cookers that were 
produced in the 1940s were 
not as reliable as those pro¬ 
duced afterwards. There 
have been improvements in 
safety features. Some people 
are still concerned about the 
pressure cooker exploding in 
their kitchen. Several people 
have told me that their 
grandmother or mother had 
a problem like that and they 
would never consider using 
a pressure cooker. I’d like to 
introduce those people to 
the pressure cookers that are 
available today. 

Today’s pressure cookers 
include more safety release 
valves and interlocking lids, 


which make them safer than 
older models. Electric pres¬ 
sure cookers are the latest 
models (and more expensive.) 
The electric models have 
their own heat sources that 
are automatically regulated 
to maintain the desired pres¬ 
sure. 

In the pressure cooker, 
foods cook three to 10 times 
faster compared to conven¬ 
tional cooking methods. As 
the pressure builds to 5,10 or 
15 pounds, the temperature 
inside the cooker rises above 
the normal boiling point. 

This not only helps food cook 
quickly, but it also helps food 
retain nutrients. Foods cook 
in less water and take less 
energy to prepare. You can 


cook multiple foods at the 
same time, which saves in 
dirty dishes and time. Cook¬ 
ing multiple foods works best 
for smaller serving sizes such 
as 2-4 servings per recipe. 

Always follow the manu¬ 
facturer’s directions. Don’t 
fill a pressure cooker more 
than 2/3 full or more than 
halfway for soups and stews. 
Meat will have a better fla¬ 
vor if it is browned or seared 
before putting in the pressure 
cooker. I never brown meat 
in the pressure pan. The food 
seems to stick to the pan so I 
always brown meat in a sepa¬ 
rate skillet. 

Foods that expand when 
cooking shouldn’t be cooked 
in a pressure cooker. This 


includes applesauce, cranber¬ 
ries, rhubarb, cereals, pastas, 
split peas, most dried beans 
and dried soup mixes. Dried 
beans that have been soaked 
and partially cooked can be 
used in the pressure cooker. 

Safety tips include always 
checking the seal and over¬ 
pressure plug before using. 
Store the pressure cooker in 
a cool, dry place with the lid 
upside down. Never close the 
lid on the pressure cooker (or 
a canner) when storing. If you 
do store it that way you may 
find the cooker (and canner) 
will have an unpleasant odor 
and you might not be able to 
open it.

county president of 
the Anderson County 
Extension homemakers’ 
club in the ‘80s and is 
currently the president 
of the club, called and 
gave me a more specific 
date: Nov. 4,1987. She 
said it was a brand-new 
project that the Cham¬ 
ber put together, and 
that the city helped 
hang the signs. 

There were four 
community organiza¬

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Police encourage parents to set up safety profile through 911

Jan. 13 was Amber 
Alert Awareness Day, 
marking the 18-year 
anniversary of the day 
Amber Hagerman was 
abducted while riding 
her bicycle in Arlington, 
Texas, and later found 
murdered, according to 
a news release issued 
by the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department. 

In April of 2003, in 
her honor, President 
Bush signed into law the 
Protect Act, which statu¬ 
torily established the 
national Amber Alert 
coordinator role. Since, 
the program has been 
credited with more than 
675 successful recoveries 
of missing or abducted 
children. 


The program is a 
voluntary partnership 
between law-enforce¬ 
ment agencies, broad¬ 
casters, transportation 
agencies and the wire¬ 
less industry to activate 
an urgent bulletin in 
the most serious child- 
abduction cases. 

In honor of this day, 
Lawrenceburg Police 
Department/911 is 
encouraging families to 
create a safety profile 
for their household at 
www.smart911.com, 
which can include cur¬ 
rent photos and physi¬ 
cal descriptions of their 
children. 

According to the 
National Center for 
Missing and Exploited 
Children, the first three 


hours are the most 
critical when trying to 
locate a missing child. 
When a child is reported 
missing it can take up to 
an hour or more to have 
a current photo distrib¬ 
uted to law enforcement 
officers in the field. 

If the family has 
a Smart911 Safety 
Profile and dials 9-1- 
1, their child’s photo 
and description will 
be immediately avail¬ 
able to call-takers and 
can be passed on to law 
enforcement officials 
in the field. In addition, 
if the child has a cell 
phone registered to the 
same Safety Profile, 911 
can immediately “ping” 
that phone for its loca¬ 
tion, launching a search 


in seconds or minutes as 
opposed to hours.

When a 
citizen makes an emer¬ 
gency call, their Safety 
Profile is automatically 
displayed to 9-1-1, allow¬ 
ing them to send the 
right response to the 
right location with the 
right information. 

“As a parent, having 
a child go missing can 
be the most terrifying 
moment: you may not 
be able to think straight, 
give important informa¬ 
tion or communicate 
effectively,” said Todd 
Sparrow, Lawrence¬ 
burg 911. “Smart911 can 
assist in this process, 
bringing immediate

Hitting reset button on tech experiments

ACHS science 
teacher adapts 
with innovative 
online classroom

Anderson County 
High School science 
teacher Scott Ellis loves 
video games. 

Over the winter 
break Ellis said he near¬ 
ly wore out his control¬ 
ler while attaining his 
kill death ratio. 

He knows not every 
one of his chemistry stu¬ 
dents enjoys them. 

Last trimester taught 
him that much, when 
students and parents 
alike freaked out over 
the stress of beginning 
the class with a zero, 
then pushing to achieve 
enough points to score 
an “A.” 

Some students really 
loved creating anony¬ 
mous usernames to com¬ 
pete to see who would 
land as the “high scorer” 
on the class “leader- 
board.” 

They weren’t the 
majority, Ellis said, but 
that doesn’t mean he 
won’t bring back the 
leader board later. 

Maybe this time 
students will get a kick 
out of receiving a point 
badge for getting a 
high score on an online 
assignment, Ellis said in 
his empty classroom last 
Wednesday afternoon. 
He has yet to roll out the 
feature. 

Ellis clicked on a link 
on his laptop to show 
a skull-and-crossbones 
digital sticker that 
would be automatically 
emailed to the student 
when he “killed it” on 
his homework. 

Most of Ellis’ class¬ 
room experiments are in 
cyberspace, not the high 
school’s laboratory. 

Integrating technol¬ 
ogy that’s even new to 
Ellis like trying to build 
a vehicle and drive it at 
the same time, he said. 

“I like the technol¬ 
ogy,” he said. “I like what 
it can do for me and the 
kids.” 

Ellis, who has been 
teaching high school sci¬ 
ence at Anderson for 13 
out of 15 years he’s been 
in education, introduced 
“gamification” theories 
to his chemistry cur¬ 
riculum after attending 
an educational technol¬ 
ogy conference this past 
summer. 

Ellis said he was 
inspired by a Montana 
high school teacher who 
successfully used ele¬ 
ments of “gaming” in 
creating a sense of moti¬ 
vation and competition 
for his students. 

So Ellis asked Bret 
Foster, chief technology 


officer for the district, 
to resurrect Moodle, an 
open-source content 
management system, to 
create a forum for his 
new virtual classroom. 

Moodle hadn’t gone 
over well with teach¬ 
ers a few years prior, 
and was removed by 
Foster from the system 
because of its lack of 
use. 

But Ellis knew he 
could use Moodle, and 
use it to show Anderson 
County students that 
technology was more 
than just social network¬ 
ing. 

“I have a lot of kids 
choosing not to do the 
work,” Ellis said. “That 
makes me question 
strategy, and what this 
has evolved to is an 
online environment.” 

If students want 
a textbook, they can 
choose to check one out 
of the media center’s 
library. 

If they want to sub¬ 
mit a paper worksheet, 


they’ll have to request 
one. 

Of course, Ellis is in 
the classroom to answer 
questions face-to-face. 

“It’s still chemistry,” 
he said. “It’s what you 
make it. But I think the 
kids like the aspect to 
have their phones out, 
to do the work (during 
class.)” 

Otherwise, every¬ 
thing’s is online, and 
Ellis said it’s important 
that students (and 
teachers) get on board 
with the “flipped” class¬ 
room style: a blend of 
the traditional class¬ 
room setting in conjunc¬ 
tion with videos, online 
worksheets and even 
PowerPoint notes nar¬ 
rated by Ellis himself. 

Instead of projecting 
the notes on the board 
in class, Ellis uses an 
external microphone, 
MacBook internal cam¬ 
era and a tablet to nar¬ 
rate the slides. He said 
his students enjoy it, 
but it’s extremely time- 


consuming for Ellis to 
produce. 

He said he’s going to 
spend the upcoming 
summer break produc¬ 
ing and stockpiling 
chemistry videos for 
next year’s students. 

“I feel like I’m help¬ 
ing them by giving the 
exposure to an online 
environment,” Ellis said, 
mentioning the online 
system Blackboard as a 
common virtual learn¬ 
ing tool used by univer¬ 
sities and colleges. “That 
way, when they get to 
college, it’s not like, ‘I 
haven’t even seen this 
before.’” 

He encourages stu¬ 
dents to bring head¬ 
phones to class so that 
the competing noises 
from the videos students 
are required to watch 
don’t create chaos. 

Ellis said he won’t use 
any online content that 
isn’t compatible with a 
mobile device. 

That doesn’t mean 
Ellis’ classroom resem¬ 


bles row after row of 
silent, plugged-in stu¬ 
dents. 

Many work quietly 
by themselves, bent 
over their smartphones, 
while other students 
consult one another in 
small groups. It’s created 
neat opportunities for 
students to assist their 
classmates, Ellis said. 

Ellis even created 
a QR code — images 
scanned by a smart¬ 
phone that directs the 
user to a separate web 
link — scavenger hunt. 
Students scanned a code 
from one classroom, 
answered the question 
and bonus question 
online, and their answer 
was the number of the 
next classroom and their 
next clue. 

The autonomy of 
working online also 
gives the gift of choice 
to students, Ellis said. 

His students can 
choose to re-take a quiz 
online or not. But the 
opportunity to improve 


is still there, as long as 
students are willing to 
do the work. 

“They are the only 
stumbling block to 
themselves,” Ellis said, 
adding that his flipped 
classroom often chal¬ 
lenges students with 
time management 
issues. “The choice is 
theirs. It’s right there for 
them.” 

Several of Ellis’ junior 
chemistry students said 
they find the online 
coursework easier and 
wish more of their class¬ 
es were online, notably 
math. 

“You can move at 
your own pace,” junior 
Cassidy Conley said. 

Senior chemistry stu¬ 
dent Ben Spear agreed. 

“It’s easier to keep up 
with when you don’t 
have to keep up with 
worksheets,” he said. 

The day’s online 
questions are available 
at 8 a.m. and students 
have until the next day 
at 8 a.m. to finish them. 
No one student gets the 
same questions; the web¬ 
site Ellis uses through 
Indiana University has 
a database of questions 
that are scrambled at 
random. 

The database won’t 
accept wrong answers, 
so students can’t com¬ 
plete questions until 
they get them right. 

Ellis can monitor 
who has completed the 
questions, but he can’t 
know who’s watched the 
videos and who hasn’t. 
He’ll evaluate students 
using quick quizzes to 
see if they’ve studied 
the material. If students 
are struggling, Ellis said 
he’s always available to 
give his help, just not in 
the form of traditional 
lecture. 

“They’re interacting 
with me,” he said. “It’s 
like if I’d be in their 
house, helping them 
with their homework.” 

But formal exams 
and tests are still com¬ 
pleted using paper and 
pencil, Ellis said, espe¬ 
cially since he knows he 
would hate it if technol¬ 
ogy were to fail in the 
middle of an exam. 

Online classrooms 
aren’t going away, Ellis 
said. And the more 
teachers can become 
comfortable with the 
tools, the easier it’ll be 
for both them, and those 
they’re teaching. 

Chemistry isn’t going 
to change, he said, but 
the way students learn 
about chemistry is. 

“(Students are) get¬ 
ting ready to go into a 
world of it,” Ellis said. 
“You know how dry 
chemistry is. I’m trying 
to put my spin on it.”

FEELINGS OR FAITH 

A fellow preacher friend, Carol R. Sutton, wrote 
recently: “ Feelings, rather or more than faith seems to 
determine what people accept, condone and practice 
in religion. Feelings rather, than truth and 
righteousness as revealed in God’s word is the 
‘standard’ for many religionist. Sad indeed!” 

Brother Sutton went on to say: “ Feelings, not truth or 
justice was the ‘standard’ used to crucify 
Jesus. Pilate, the Roman official, examined the 
‘evidence’ brought against Jesus and found no fault in 
him. He then sent him to Herod, another official, who 
found nothing worthy of death against Jesus. He sent 
him back to Pilate who said that he found no fault in 
Jesus, but the chief priests and the crowd requested 
that a murderer be released and that Jesus be 
crucified! They cried out over and over: ‘Let him be 
crucified!’ ‘His blood be on us and on our 
children!’ Their feelings prevailed.” 

Faith in God has never been based upon our 
subjective feelings. Faith comes by hearing the word 
of God (Romans 10:17). When one completely, (by 
evidence), accepts that the Bible is God’s holy word (

ed to the weather. Imme¬ 
diately, in both instances, 
there were criticisms that 
the games were called. 

The boys’ game, origi¬ 
nally set for Jan. 3, was to 
have been played on a night 
when neither Anderson 
County nor Shelby County, 
where Collins is located, 
had returned to school from 
Christmas break. However, 
there were some icy road 
conditions that morning, 
but they were clear by 
noon. 

The girls’ game, which 
had been scheduled for Jan. 
7, then Jan. 8, was called 
off a day before during the 
bitter cold that gripped the 
area last week. 

(On a side note, that 
Anderson-Franklin game, 
which was to pit Anderson, 
ranked No. 1 in the Rating 
the State rankings at the 
time, and No. 3 Franklin, 
figures to be a doozy if they 
able to get it in on Feb. 11. 

In what had been a slow 
local sports week last week, 
a short preview of that 
game serving as our lead 
sports story last week was 
really an easy call. With the 
weather supposed to break 
on Tuesday afternoon, we 
felt there was no compel¬ 
ling reason to change that 
decision. 

(We got word that the 
game had been rescheduled 
about an hour after the 
deadline to have our sports 
page at our printing plant. 
Apparently, some fans saw 
our story, but did not get 
word about the change, 
which we posted on our 
website as soon as the infor¬ 
mation came in. I will tell 
you at the end of this col¬ 
umn how you can get up- 
to-the-minute information 
from The Anderson News.) 

Back to the inclement 
weather policies. 

Suffice it to say that in 
situations like those two, I 
am glad I am not the one 
having to make the ulti¬ 
mate decision. No matter 
what the final decision, 
there will be people who 
strongly disagree. It’s really 
not an easy call. 

I contacted Anderson 
County High School Rick 
Sallee to see if the local sys¬ 
tem has a set policy about 
extra-curricular activities 
taking place when school 
is called off because of 
inclement weather.

Shelby gets payback, routs Anderson 


Late 27-1 run buries Bearcats in district matchup

SHELBYVILLE - Shelby 
County remembered. 

Oh how the Rockets 
remembered the 40-point 
pasting Anderson County 
had put on them to end 
their season in last year’s 
district tournament. 

“We got them in the dis¬ 
trict last year and I tried to 
get the kids to understand 
that Shelby was going to 
come with everything they 
had tonight,” Anderson 
County boys’ basketball 
coach Glen Drury said. “We 
had to match that and we 
didn’t do it.” 

Shelby went on a 27-1 
run over seven minutes 
spanning the third and 
fourth quarters to turn a 
close game into a 73-50 rout. 

But the seed had been 
sown last Feb. 19 when the 
Bearcats pummeled Shelby 
77-37 in the opening round 


of the 30th District Tourna¬ 
ment. 

“I told the kids, There is 
just something about when 
you play the team that 
knocked you out the season 
before,”’ said Shelby coach 
Jason Couch. “I told them, 
‘You need to think back to 
that bitter taste last year. 
They just mauled us last 
year.... There is just some¬ 
thing about that emotion.” 

The something about 
that emotion Friday was 
Shelby simply seemed to 
want it more. The Rockets 
pounded the Bearcats on 
the offensive boards. They 
outhustled Anderson to 
loose balls. 

“They got all the 50-50s,” 
Drury said. “We were not as 
determined as they were. 

“I want to give Shelby 
County all the credit. They 
were feisty. They were 
more aggressive than we

From Huck Finn to Hall of Fame 

300 wins, four regional titles propel Bearcats baseball coach to induction ceremony Saturday night

It is doubtful that 
Mark Twain had any 
idea of influencing 
Kentucky high school 
baseball when he 
penned “The Adven¬ 
tures of Huckleberry 
Finn.” 

Yet, that classic 
might have set the 
wheels in motion for 
L.W. Barnes to become 
recognized as one of 
the state’s best baseball 
coaches. 

“When I was at 
Centre College, I had a 
class where we started 
analyzing Huckleberry 
Finn,” Barnes said. “I 
can’t even remember 
the professor’s name, 
but he brought such 
passion and such ener¬ 
gy to teaching. That is 
when I really got into 
it.” 

Now a baseball 
coach along with 
English composition 
and literature teacher 
at Anderson County 
High School, Barnes is 
being inducted into the 
Kentucky High School 
Baseball Coaches Asso¬ 
ciation Hall of Fame on 
Saturday in Louisville. 

It is fitting that 
a teacher inspired 
Barnes. 

And the coach of 
a long-time rival saw 
that passion and ener¬ 
gy for teaching on the 
diamond. 

“To win over 300 
games and four region¬ 
al championships, you 
have to be a teacher,” 
said Shelby County 


coach Bart Roettger, 
who nominated Barnes 
for the honor. “Obvi¬ 


ously, L.W. is a great 
teacher. He gets the 
most out of his players 


and from the begin¬ 
ning of the year to the 
end of the year; every¬ 


body knows that the 
road out of the region 
runs through Ander¬ 
son County. No matter 
what kind of team L.W. 
has, by the end of the 
year, Anderson is a 
team you are going to 
have to beat.” 

It is the formula 
Barnes has used repeat¬ 
edly at the high school 
level where success is 
measured by the post¬ 
season. In 2003, his 
team was only 14-16 at 
the end of the regular 
season, but then small- 
balled its way through 
the Eighth Region 
Tournament with an 
11-inning win over 
North Bullitt and a pair 
of one-run victories 
over Oldham County 
and South Oldham. 

Five years later, the 
Bearcats stood at 13-15 
in the last week of the 
season, then promptly 
put together an eight- 
game winning streak 
before being eliminat¬ 
ed by Pleasure Ridge 
Park, the nation’s No. 1 
team, in the state tour¬ 
nament. 

“I think my philoso¬ 
phy is a lot like (former 
University of Louis¬ 
ville basketball coach) 
Denny Crum,” Barnes 
said. “He didn’t really 
care what his team’s 
record was in Decem¬ 
ber or January. A lot of 
years, our record was 
not so good, but we 
got ready for the post¬ 
season.” 

Such was the case 
a year ago when the

systems have a hard and fast 
rule of “No school, no play.” 

Anderson, however, is 
much more flexible, allow¬ 
ing for factors that might 
play out through the day. 
Sallee said he, the coaches 
and the district transporta¬ 
tion director all have a part 
in the decision. “For games, 
it is a combination and com¬ 
munication between the two 
schools,” Sallee said. “The 
final decision is really up to 
the traveling school, or in 
some circumstances, the park¬ 
ing lot at a host school may 
be too treacherous. 

“We want the traveling 
school to be comfortable with 
the decision.” 

Sallee, however, is not a fan 
of the “No school, no play” 


stance that some systems are 
implementing. 

On the surface, such a 
policy sounds good. After all, 
proponents say, if it is too bad 
to go to school, it is too bad 
for other activities. Of course, 
such a stance does not give 
much credit to people who 
have devoted their lives to 
working with kids and their 
ability to make the right deci¬ 
sion. 

“But that’s what it’s coming 


to,” Shelby County athletic 
director Sally Zimmerman 
told me Friday night before 
the Anderson-Shelby boys’ 
basketball game at Shelby. 
Zimmerman said Shelby 
County does not have a writ¬ 
ten policy that says no activi¬ 
ties if there is no school, but 
for all practical purposes, that 
is the guideline. 

Sallee went on to say that 
for practices, when there is 
no school the policy is either 


no practice or non-mandatory 
practices, depending on the 
severity of the weather. 

I contacted some other 
coaches and administrators in 
other counties, getting some 
replies. I have shared them in 
the box accompanying this 
column. 

From this corner, the com¬ 
mon sense approach Sallee 
advocates is the best way. 
Obviously, if there is a deep 
snow or ice storm keeping 
kids out of school, it is a no- 
brainer that games be called 
off. The same should be the 
case if weather forces schools 
to dismiss early. 

But on playing games 
when there is no school, I 
firmly believe a balanced 
approach taken by people 
who truly care about kids is 
the smart way to go. 

Unfortunately, we live in 
a litigious society and that, 


perhaps more than anything 
else, will prompt more schools 
to adopt well-meaning, but 
over-reactive, hard policies. 

And that’s a shame.

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were. We gave up rebounds 
that they were able to get all 
night.” 

And never was that dispar¬ 
ity more prevalent than in 
the final nine minutes. 

Anderson seemed to be in 
good shape, recovering from 
a second quarter lull that 
had seen them fall behind by 
as many as 10 points. When 
junior guard Austin Cum¬ 
mins scored on a run out, it 
pulled the Bearcats within 
43-41 with 49 seconds to go 
in the third quarter and it 
seemed it was just a matter of 
time before things would be 
settled. 

Unfortunately for the 
Bearcats, they were settled 
the wrong way. 

Shelby eased out to a 47-41 
lead by the end of the third 
frame, then exploded with 
the first 14 points of the final 
frame. By the time Christian 
Estes sank the second of two 
free throws with 3:15 to play, 
Anderson was down by 20 
points. 

When Darius Harvey 
finally got the Bearcats’ first 
basket of the fourth quarter 
with 1:18 to play, Shelby led 
70-42 and had salted away its 
fourth straight win. 

Shelby’s victory margin 
was its widest over Anderson 
since a 76-47 romp nine years 
ago. 

The Rockets improved to 
5-10 on the season and 1-1 in 
district play. 

Anderson, fell to 6-5 and 
0 - 1 . 

“Our lack of leadership 
is showing and our lack of 
chemistry is showing,” Drury 
said. “Under dire straits, it 
showed. But we can still 
recover and be successful.” 

For three quarters, it 
appeared the Bearcats and 
Rockets would put together 
one worthy of what was once 
one of Kentucky’s best and 
most-heated rivalries. 

The Bearcats took a 14-13 
lead after a first quarter that 
saw four ties and four lead 
changes. 


Shelby, however, went on 
a 10-0 run to open the second 
quarter and eventually led by 
29-19 after Keenan Cochran 
sank a jump shot with 2:27 
to play. But a 3-pointer from 
Estes and five straight points 
from sophomore Dillon Harp¬ 
er pulled the Bearcats within 
31-27 at the break. 

But things were not as 
good as they seemed for the 
Bearcats. 

“Estes was unconscious in 
the first half,” Couch said. “He 
is capable of doing that. So is 


Cummins. He went off on us 
last year in the district tour¬ 
nament.” Estes had scored 16 
of his game-high 20 points 
in the first 16 minutes, yet 
Shelby still led. 

Cummins ended with 13 
points, six before the break. 

Sophomore James Gor¬ 
don, who led Shelby with 17 
points, began to dominate 
the backboards along with 
reserve Kemar Mason. 

“We missed (Ross) Cox big 
time,” Drury said. 

Cox, Anderson’s biggest 


player and most athletic post 
presence, was not available 
due to his participation in the 
Border Bowl all-star football 
game at the University of the 
Cumberlands. 

“Cox is our leader,” Drury 
said. “He is the biggest kid we 
have on the inside, but that is 
no excuse. Shelby County was 
drawing first blood on the 
rebound and we weren’t. The 
game got more physical and 
we backed down from the 
physicality.” 

Anderson also appeared to 


have trouble with Shelby’s 
length and athleticism as 
Estes and Cummins rarely got 
open looks. “Early on, we tried 
to drive it and they blocked 
some shots,” Drury noted. 

Still Anderson stayed close 
until the frustrating final 
nine minutes when Shelby 
whipped the Bearcats in 
every way possible. “We are 
at a stage where we are lack¬ 
ing in execution,” Drury said. 
“We are not executing for 32 
minutes. At this point, our 
kids don’t seem to believe 
execution is important. We 
think we can out-do people., 
but when you are on the road 
with a hostile crowd, you 
have to execute. It all comes 
down to effort and execution.” 

No where was that defi¬ 
ciency more apparent than in 
the final quarter when Shel¬ 
by repeatedly drove for easy 
baskets and often camped at 
the free throw line to finish 
“and-one” situations. 

Anderson junior Josh 
Brown was ejected for a fla¬ 
grant foul with 2:18 to play, 
then Drury was tagged with 
a technical foul during the 
stoppage of play. “I was talk¬ 
ing to the official about how 
they had let the game get too 
physical according to the way 
the game was supposed to be 
called this year,” Drury said. 

“I said if they had called more 
fouls it would not have hap¬ 
pened.” 

Drury did not appear 
agitated when hit with the 
technical. 

By that time, however, 
only the final margin was in 
question. 

“We were down 43-41 late 
in the third quarter and we 
are right there, exactly where 
you think you need to be,” 
Drury said, “but we are not 
willing to understand what it 
takes to win big ball games. 

“Toughness is about when 
things go wrong, how do you 
respond. We have plenty of 
time to get back to where we 
need to go.”

Bearcats finished the regu¬ 
lar season at 10-18 and had 
one stretch of losing 12 of 14 
games. But by the time the 
district tournament rolled 
around, the Bearcats had 
become a force before losing 
to Collins, 1-0, in nine innings 
of an elimination game of the 
30th District Tournament. 

It was the first time the 
Bearcats missed the regional 
tournament since Barnes 
arrived at Anderson in the 
1998-99 school year. It was 
also widely acclaimed as per¬ 
haps Barnes’ finest coaching 
job since taking over his alma 
mater, where he quarter- 
backed the football team to a 
9-2 record and was a starting 
guard on a regional semi¬ 
finalist in basketball, despite 
standing only about 5-foot-6. 

When he came home, 
Barnes took over a program 
that had been competitive, 
but was rarely considered a 
regional threat. The Bearcats 
had not won a district cham¬ 
pionship in 11 years, when 
Barnes was a freshman 
infielder. 

Five more years had passed 
since the last regional tourna¬ 
ment win. 

But since that 1999 season, 
Anderson has seven district 
titles, four regional runner- 
up finishes and two other 
regional semi-finalist appear¬ 
ances in addition to the four 
championships. Barnes’ 
overall record is 310-239. At 
Anderson, he is 279-211. 

The numbers don’t begin 
to tell the story, which actual¬ 
ly began at Lexington’s Sayre 
High School, where Barnes, 
fresh out of college, took on 
the task of rebuilding a pro¬ 
gram from the ashes when 
his cousin, the late Tommy 
Barnes, was not able to do so. 

“They were reviving a 
dead program and I was the 
first coach,” Barnes recalled 
last week. “Steve Weir was the 
athletic director over there 
and he knew Tommy from 
their time at Western Hills. 

“He called Tom and asked 
if he could do it, but Tommy’s 
job was such that he could 
not. He told Steve about me. 

“We got there and we had 
nothing in terms of facili¬ 
ties. We played our games at 
Castlewood Park in Lexington 
and we were sometimes able 
to use an indoor hitting facil¬ 
ity out on Nicholasville Road. 

“I learned so many things 
there. I thought I had a grasp 
of baseball when I went there 
but I learned so much about 
running a program there.” 

But just like what Barnes 
says would happen at Ander¬ 
son, it was about the boys 
who played the game. 

“We had some kids there 
that bought in to what we 
wanted to do,” Barnes remem¬ 
bers. “They kept getting bet¬ 
ter.” 

After a 4-7 finish his first 
season at the helm, Barnes 
guided the Spartans to a 15-11 
record and a district runner- 
up finish in 1997. In the first 
round of the 42nd District 
Tournament, the Spartans 
knocked off one of the favor¬ 
ites to win the state champi¬ 
onship, Lexington Catholic. 
Then after losing to Dunbar 
in the final, the Spartans 
pulled off another shocker, 
ousting Woodford County in 
the 11th Region Tournament. 

Finally, Lafayette, led by 
future major leaguer Austin 
Kearns, ended the dream in 
the regional semifinals. 

For Barnes and his family, 
though, there was little joy. 
Just before the district tour¬ 
nament, his older brother, 

P.D., died in a Marine helicop¬ 
ter crash off the California 
coast. “I was not at the district 
tournament,” Barnes said. “To 
be honest, I was in a daze. We 
were all in California but I 
remember after the Catholic 
game, one of my assistants 
called and said, ‘We won! We 
won!”’ 

Two years later, though, 
Barnes made the career move 
that has elevated Anderson 
County to the top of the 
Eighth Region and a place 
amongst Kentucky’s better 
programs. 

“It all just fell in place,” he 
said. “They had an opening 
for the baseball coach and the 
only teaching position that 
was open here at the high 
school was one I was qualified 
to teach.” 

In the classroom, that

Barnes wishes his heroes could be with him 

While boys his age might have been trying to be the next Dale Murphy or Eric Davis, L.W. 
Barnes stayed closer to home. 

"My biggest hero growing up was Tom," Barnes says of his cousin, Tom Barnes/In the 
summer, we were playing ball all the time. I was always around Tom and my brother." 

P.D. Barnes, the brother, was three years older than L.W., just like Tom, who lived in 
Frankfort. 

Tom eventually went on to a baseball career at the University of Louisville, where he was 
inducted into the Cardinal Hall of Fame in the fall of 2009. He lost a gallant fight with 
cancer the following February. 

P.D. tragically died in a Marine helicopter crash off California in 1997. 

"Everywhere we went, we were playing baseball or Wiffle Ball," Barnes smiles. "Tom and 
P.D. are the reason I was a left-hand hitting catcher. They used to say If you want to 
make it big, you need to bat left-handed.'" 

Barnes says his late cousin was a major part of Anderson County's turnaround that is 
resulting in his induction into the Kentucky High School Baseball Coaches Hall of Fame 
this weekend. "We couldn't have had our early success without Tom," Barnes says. "He 
was very demanding. He wanted the kids to work their butts off. 

"I think about him all the time." 

Barnes is also reminded of P.D. Barnes, his teammate on Anderson County's 1988 30th 
District champ, and his father, Doug, every day. Several years ago, Anderson County 
renamed the baseball field "Barnes Memorial Field"in honor of the three influences on 
the coach. 

"P.D. went off to VMI and then was around the country in the military, so we did not get 
to develop that relationship after we got older," Barnes remembers. "My father was at 
nearly every game when I played, home and away. When I was at Centre and we played 
in Atlanta, he was there. 

"I could count on two hands they number of games he missed through college. 

"I think about all three of them every day."

means fundamental English. 
On the diamond, it’s funda¬ 
mental baseball. 

But when Barnes arrived, 
he had to battle a perception 
that Anderson could be good 
but never great in baseball. 
Changing that outlook had 
to start with the guys on the 
roster. 

“I was blessed right off the 
bat,” Barnes said. “When I got 
here, we had some kids that 
were a bunch of winners. I 
still consider that 1999 team 
one of the best I have had.” 

Those 1999 Bearcats are 
rarely mentioned as one of 
the best but they finished at 
24-16 and captured the 30th 
District championship with 
an upset win over Shelby 
County in the final. 

“Our coaching staff worked 
their tails off,” Barnes said. 

Ironically, it was another 
year of tragedy. This time, a 
team member, Derrick Wells, 
died in an automobile acci¬ 
dent not long before the dis¬ 
trict tournament. An inspired 
group of Bearcats jumped all 
over Shelby County in the 
district final at Eminence, 
only to see the game delayed 
in the sixth inning when a 
Shelby fan took issue with a 
hard tag applied by pitcher 
Jeremy Harley. 

The fan came out of 
the stands, into the Shelby 
dugout and threw a bat¬ 
ting helmet at Harley or an 
umpire, depending on who 
tells the story. The fan then 
ran, prompting a call to law 
enforcement. 

“What I remember is the 
police came and it took about 
an hour and a half before 
we started the game back. 

We were on the phone with 
(the KHSAA) and I remem¬ 
ber them telling us that if 
we didn’t get it straightened 
out, they were going to call a 
double forfeit,” said Barnes, 
who was worried his team’s 
title might slip away through 
no fault of their own. 

Harley, however, shut the 
door. 

“I think I came back and 
pitched just as good cause it 
was a rivalry game and I was 
just as pumped up after the 
interruption as before it,” 
Harley recalled last week. 

Scott County finally ended 
the Bearcats’ run in the 
regional semifinal, but the 
foundation was solid. 

The following season, the 
Bearcats pounded Shelby in 
the regional final, starting a 
string of five straight regional 
final appearances. “Look¬ 
ing back, it was just hard to 
describe how I felt. I was just 
so happy for the kids,” Barnes 
said of that 2000 title. “Shelby 
had beaten us in the district 
championship game but in 
the region, our confidence 
level was so high, I thought 
we would win that game.” 

Five years later, Ander¬ 
son was unquestionably the 
dominant program in the 
region, impressively rolling 
to back-to-back crowns, a feat 
no other Anderson team has 
ever accomplished in any 


single-class sport. 

Like any coach, there have 
been questions about coach¬ 
ing strategies along the line. 
Barnes looks back at some of 
those decisions and still won¬ 
ders why. There was an extra¬ 
inning gamble when he 
waved Sam Crossfield around 
second base, only to see a 
leadoff double turn into an 
out at third base in the first 
round of the 2005 regional 
tournament. 

And last spring, with the 
Bearcats on the cusp of that 
major upset of Collins, he 
did not give the “take” sign 
to hitter Brice Stockton. “We 
had the bases loaded and 
their pitcher was rattled on 
a 2-0 count. I should have 
told him to take the pitch,” 
Barnes said. 

Stockton hit into a double 
play that ended the threat. 

But the successes have far 
outweighed the letdowns for 
Barnes and the Bearcats. 

“He took me in and 
showed me the ropes then 
but he was more of a father 
figure to me and many of 
the other players,” said Jor¬ 
dan Alves, who played on 
those 2008 and 2009 regional 
champs. “He started coach¬ 
ing us heavily while we were 
eighth graders and freshman. 
He invested in us cause he 
knew we had a chance to be 
something special.” 

Which is what Barnes 
has made Anderson County 
baseball. 

It’s all about teaching kids. 

“They are always develop¬ 
ing pitchers,” said Roettger, 
the Shelby coach, “and they 
just teach those kids funda¬ 
mentals.” 

Barnes gives much of the 
credit to his longtime pitch¬ 
ing coach, Chris Copenhaver. 

“You look at the constant, 
it is pitching,” Barnes said. 
“Cope has been here since 
I have been here. He had 
coached one year, then took 
a year off. When I was hired, 
Steve Sea (an assistant coach 
at the time) said, ‘You have 
got to get this guy.’ I trusted 
Steve and we were fortunate 
that Cope came back.” 

But the man at the top 
is L.W. Barnes, the former 
quarterback-guard-catcher 
who was considered too small 
to be great. 

Barnes is only 41 but said 
he does not know how much 
longer he will be coaching. 

“I want to win one more 
regional championship,” 
he said. But he says he also 
wants to be with his family. 
Step-daughter Anna is 12 and 
his daughter, Charley, is 4. 

Barnes also said he wants 
to coach a team in the big 
show at Lexington’s Whita¬ 
ker Bank Park. Anderson’s 
last regional crown came 
a year before the current 
set up of 16 teams making 
the state tournament was 
adopted. In the old semi-state 
round, his regional winners 
lost to a state champ (PRP in 
2008) and two state runners- 
up (Ballard, 2000, and Male, 
2003).

“I told my wife (Stephanie) 
I wanted to coach 20 years. I 
have two more to get there,” 
he said. 

In coaching, with the long 
hours in season, family life 
can be tough. But the passion 
and energy for being in the 
dugout still burns. 

“He is very deserving of 
this award and there is no 


better coach, husband, father 
and teacher out there than 
Coach Barnes,” said Alves. 

Just like Huckleberry Finn, 
Barnes dared to be different. 

Little did anyone know just 
how great he would become.

On March 30,1867, Secretary of State William H. Seward bought 
the area that would become the state of Alaska for $7.2 million.
